DUKE OF DEVONSHIRE 
SENDS IN RESIGNATION 


He Was Conservative Leader in the 
Lords and President of Council. 
His Action Seems To Have 
Touched Balfour on 
the Raw. 


London, October 5.—The duke of Devon- 
shire, leader of the conservative party in 
the house of lords, has resigned the office 
of lord president of the council, and the 
king has accepted his resignation. 

The duke wrote Mr. Balfour, giving 
his reasons for his resignation, which he 
attributed among other things to the pre- 
mier’s speech at Sheffield, and his pam- 
phict on insular free trade. The duke of 
Devonshire hag not yet made his letter 
public, but the following letter of ac- 
knowledgment from Mr. Balfour wae 
rublished tonight: 

“Whittingham, October 3.—My Dear 
Duke: I received this afternoon two 
telegrams forwarded by my secretary in 
London, the first from you, asking how 
soon your resignation might be  4an- 
nounced, and the second giving a full 
Summary of the reasong which moved 
you to resign. I am not sure which of 
these unexpected communications sur- 
prised me most. On the whole, perhaps, 
{, was the second. The first, however, 
was sufficiently strange. Do you remem- 
ber the circumstances? It was on Sep- 
tembed !I6 that you informed me of your 
resolve to remain in the government ser- 
vice, This decision was preceded Dy 
much confidential correspondence, much 
intimate conversation. There was no 
phase of policy which I was not prepared 
to discuss, and which I did not, in faci, 
discuss with perfect frankness. Men 
and measures alike were surveyed from 
every point of view bearing on the pres- 
ent course and future fortunes of the 
party 

Devonshire’s Act a Surprise. 

“The decision arrived at after these 
preliminaries I had a right to consider 
final, and final I certainty considered it. 


the circumstances of time and place 
permitted, on the best mode of filling 
the vacancies in the government of which 
you are the most distinguished member. 
You were good enough to express sOme 
weighty judgments on the delicate mat- 
ters Submitted to you. You even initl- 
ated proposals of your own, which I 
gladly accepted. Our last communication 
on these subjects was Thursday after- 
noon. Léss than forty-eight hours there- 
after I received in Edinburgh the tele- 
grams which first announced your inten- 
tion to resign. ' 

“The principal occasion for this singu- 
lar transformation was, you tell me, my 
Sheffield speech. This is strange, indeéd, 
In intention, at least, there was no doc- 
trine contained in that speech that was 
not contained in my note of insular free 
trade and in published letters to Mr. 
Chamberlain. You were intimately ac- 
quainted with my speeches during tue 
whole fortnight, in which you lent your 
countenance to the government after the 
recent resignations, I must suppose, 
therefore, that it is some unintentional 
discrepancy between the written docu- 
ment and the spoken words you saw 
which now drives you to desert the ad- 
ministration you so long adorned. Sucn 
unintentional discrepancies are without 
doubt hard to avoid. Not every one, cer-

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CABINET CRISIS ENDS 
IN DRAMATIC MANNER 


London, October 5.—The three weeks’ 
cabinet crisis has ended in a manner 
more remarkable and dramatic than that 
of its inception. Mr. Balfour's new min- 
istry affords a measure of the enormous 
difficulty he has had to contend with in 
the task of reconstruction, and its com- 
position seems to indicate that the 
premier himself can have little belief of 
its durability. The most sanguine sup- 
porters of the government tonight ex- 
press the smallest hopes of such an ad- 
ministration living many months, and 
the prevalent idea is that there will be 
a general election before parliament re- 
assembles. 

The withdrawal of the duke of Devon- 
shire is a heavy blow. Had he remain- 
ed, the government might possibly have 
survived another parliamentary session 
by avoiding legislation dealing with the 
fiscal problem, but with him goes the 
support of ‘the strong party of liberal 
unionists in the country. Though it ts 
generally admitted that it fs difficult to 
understand why the duke did not resign 
when Mr. Ritchie and the others seceded, 
it is recalled that he publicly announced 
long ago that he considered it his duty 
te hold office as -iong as possible in the 
interest of free trade. 

One consequence of the duke of Devon- 
shire's retirement is extremely 
tunate for the government. It will bring 
the leadership of the house of lords to 
the unpopular Lord Lansdowne. No suc- 
cessor has yet been appointed to the 
duke of Devonshire and several minor 
governmfient offices still remain’ vacant, 
Of the néw appointments announced to- 
night, the most surprising is that of the 
Hon. Alfred Lyttleton as secretary for

the colonies. Mr. Lyttleton is a man of 
acknowledged ability and a good speaker, 
but he has had no ministerial experience 
whatever. 

The new cabinet is composed as follows: 

Mr. Brodrick, formerly secretary for 
war, succeeds Lord George Hamilton as 
secretary for India. 

Austen Chamberlain, postmaster gen- 
eral. succeeds Mr. Ritchie as chancellor 
of the exchequer. 

Alfred Lyttleton, recorder of Oxford, 
succeeds Joseph Chamberlain as secre- 
tary for the colonies, 

H. O. Arnold-Forster, secretary to the 
admiralty, succeeds Mr. Brodrick as sec- 
retary for war. 

Graham Murray, lord advocate of Scot- 
land, succeeds Lord Balfour, of Burleigh, 
as secretary for Scotland. 

Lord Stanley, financial secretary of the 
war office, succeeds Austen Chamberlain 
as postmaster general, 

Of the new appointments announced 
tonight the most surprising is that of 
the Hon. Alfred Lyttelton as secretary 
of the colonies. Mr. Lyttelton is 4 man 
of acknowledged ability and a good 
speaker, but he has had no ministeria!

The depot building proper will cost 
considerably more than $400.000. with 
the addition of some outside property, 
and the train shed will cost more than 
$350,000. The terminal company officials 
have been slow in going ahead with the 
matter because they were spending other 
people’s money and they desired to make 
no mistakes. Every recommendation 
made by them has been approved by the 
owners, and there now remains but Iit- 
tle preliminary preparation before the 
building will begin to go up. 

To Let Shed Contract Soon. 

The contract for the train shed will not 
be let at this time, as It can be built 
In about half the time it wil} require 
to erect the main building. From the 
time the site is actually staked off and 
turned over to the contractors to the 
time of completion of the entire scneme 
will be twelve months. The shed can 
be bullt in about six months, and the 
contract for that part of the work will 


be let in time to have them both com- 
pleted at thé same time. The new sta- 
tion. will contain every known device 
that will add to the convenience and 
comfort of the traveling public. It will 
contain none of the characteristics of a 
makeshift. 

The price of steel ts constantly going 
down, and the terminal company ex- 
pects to. save a considerable sum on the 
shed by waiting as long as possible he- 
fore awarding the contract for its erec- 
tion.

BY NEW INDICTMENTS 


He Was Formerly Assistant Attor- 
ney General of the Department. 
Statements Are Made at the 
Department in Regard to 
the Indictments. 


—— 


Washington, October 5.—Fifteen new in- 
dictments were brought in by the grand 
jury of the supreme court for the Dis- 
trict of Columbia today as the final re- 
sult of the investigation in the postof- 
fice department. Several of these find- 
ings were against persons who already 
have been indicted. The new indictments 
involve James N. Tyner, the late assist- 
ant attorney general for the postoffice 
department, and his assistant, Harrison 
J. Barrett; James T. Metcalf, superin- 
tendent of the money order system of the 
postoffice department; Norman Metca'f, 
son of James T.; Harry Hallenbeck, 
president and general manager of the 
Wynhoop, Hallenbeck and Crawford 
Company of New Work, the firm which 
for several years supplied the depart- 
ment with its money order bianks, and 
William D. Doremus, who is connected 
with a house which has been supplying 
a. stamp cancelling machine to the de- 
partment. 

There were additional infictments 
against August W. Machen, former su- 
perintendent of free delivery; George W. 
Beavers, former chief of the salary and 
allowance division; W. Scott Towers, 
who was in charge of a substation of the 
Washington city postoffiee, and State 
Senator George A. Green, of New York. 
In some cases théfe were several Indict- 
ments against one person. 

Charges Against Tyner and Barrett. 

Concerning the indictment against 
Tyner and Barrett, the following state- 
ment was made by the postoffice depart 
ment: 

“Three indictments charge Tyner aid 
Barrett with conspiracy and two adui- 


tional indictments charge Barrett with 
agreeing, while still in office, to recéive 
fees for services rendered, or to be rena- 
dered, in cases pending before him as an 
officer. All the indictments are founded 
upon the treatment by Tyner and Bar- 
rett of the business of the so-called bond 
investment companies. 

“The indictments cite specific cases in 
which Barrett, while still in office, sought 
or agreed to receive fees, or in which, 
after Barrett retired, Tyner referred cli- 
ents to him and approved new contracts 
at hig suggestion without even reading 
them over.” : 

The principal charge against Mr. Ty- 
ner and Barrett is that of misconduct in 
office in obstructing and preventing the 
due and orderly administration of. the 
law, 

The charge against Mallenbeck and the 
Metcalfs is that of conspiracy to defraud 
the United States. The company of which 
Hallenbeck is the head had a contract 
with the United States to furnisf thm 
postal service with its money order 
bianks. Norman Metcalf was employed 
axv a clerk in the office of the Wynkoop, 
Hallenbeck & Crawford Company at a 
salary of $30 a- week. While it is not 
so stated in the indictment, it is assert- 
«ed by the postoffice authorities that the 
government: lost at least $§0,000 in one 
year through their transactions. It is 
also asserted that there was an agree- 
ment whereby the contracting company 
paid young Metcalf 11-16 cents for each 
book of forms shipped, and it is stated 
that the shipments for one year reached 
as high as 800,000 books. The allega- 
tion is made that the older Metcalf se- 
cured the payment for inferior work 
supplied by the contractors. 

The new charge against Machen is that 
of accepting a bribe in connection with 
the delivery of badges worn by rural 
free delivery carriers, which were made 
by Charles J. Heller, of Philadelphia. 

There are two new indictments against 
Beavers, one of them charging him with 
accepting $25 each on a number of book 
typewriting machines sold to the govern- 
ment by Scott Towers, and the other al- 
leging misconduct in the purchase of 
stamp cancelling machines from W. D. 
Doremus. Towers is also indicted in con- 
nection with the transaction with Beavy- 
ers on the charge of agreeing to pay 
Beavers $25 on each machine. Doremus 
is indicted for defrauding the govern- 
ment in the sale of his cancelling ma- 
chines. 


They Give Bonds. 

After the indictments were brought in 
Harrison J. Barrett came into court, ac- 
companied by his attorney, A. 8S. Worth- 
ington, who appeared for both Barrett 
and Tyner. Mr. Worthington said that 
his clients were prepared to give bond, 
and after a statement of the case by As- 
sistant District Attorney Taggart, bond 
was fixed for Barrett in the sum of $/0.,- 
000 and for Tyner in the sum of $5,000. 
Mr. Tyner was not in court, and it was 
stated that he was too ill to appear. 
His bond was, therefore, perfected at his 
home in this city. The elder. Metcalf 
was also in and his bond was fixed at 
$10,000. The court stated that a similar 
condition would be required of Norman 
Metcalf and of Hallenbeck. They were 
represented by Attorney 8. W. Hayden. 

The present understanding is that this 
series of indictments is the last which 
there will be any present effort to secure. 
and the postoffice authorities generally 
consider that the departmental investiga- 
tion is at an end.

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TO THE WHITE HOUSE 
TO KILL ROOSEVELT 


Two Men Are Arrested Trying 
To Force Their Way Int 
lhe Mansion, 


ARRESTING OFFICERS 
FOUGHT BY CRANKS 


One of the Lunatics Wounds an Of- 
ficer and Is Himself Wounded. 
Is There a Conspiracy To 
Remove the Pres- 
ident? 


Washington, October 5.—(Special.)—Twe 
desperate cranks were arrested in the 
residence part of the white house today. 
One was Peter Elliott ,a heavily armed 
Swede, claiming to be from Minnesota, 
and the other a sailor recently dishon- 
orably discharged from the United States 
navy. 

Elliott's mission to the white house was 
of a hostile nature, for when trapped 
by the local policemen on duty at the 
executive mansion, after having eluded 
the secret service men at the president's 
private office adjoining, he made a vio- 
lent attempt to eScape and severely 
wounded one of the policemen who as- 
sisted in his final capture. 

At the white house an effort was made 
to suppress the details of the affair, fear- 
ing that it might incite others to catch 
the crank fever in view of the fact that 
within less than a week five dangerous 
cranks have been arrested quietly at the 
white house, 

Four days ago Elliott sent a letter to 
the president demanding an interview. 
Accompanying the letter was a photo- 
graph of the sender. Private Secretary 
Loeb at once recognized the communi- 
cation as a “crank effusion,’’ and accord- 
ingly turned it over to the secret. service 
gusrd on duty at the white houge. 

Early this mo Elliott appeared at 
the president's ana attempted te 
ferce his way into the president’s room. 
Doorkeeper Leoffler ‘said the presidént 
was engaged and requested HlHOtt to 
write his name on a card. Elliott was 
too cunning to be caught at that moment, 
so he hastily took his departure, saying 
he had not time to write cards. In .the 
meantime the secret service guard had 
been notified that the man they had . 
been instructed to keep a “bright look 
out” for had been there and gone. 

An hour later E.liott went to the gres- 
ident’s mansion “and forced his way by 
the ushers at the door and demanded 
an immediate audience with the presi- . 
dent. Policemen James Ciscle and 
George Parker, two members of the local 
force detailed for duty at the white 
house, instantly recognized Elliott as the 
man they had been ordered to look out 
for. 

They politely invited him into the ante 
rcom, where Chief Usher Stone makes 
his headquarters, and there he was 
closely questioned by these two experi- 
enced officers. He at once became des- 
perate and attempted to escape. Rete 
forcements came to the assistance of the 
policemen, and the Struggling prisoner 
was hustled down stairs for transpor- 
tation to the nearest police station. In 
the meantime a van from the house of 
detention had been. ealled to the white 
house instead of the regular police patrol 
wagon to avoid excitement. 


He Fights Desperately. 

The capture was made so quietly that 
nothing might have been known of it 
outside of police circles had not Elliott 
made a desparate attempt to kill his cap- 
tors in the van, Although he had been 
hurriedly searched at the white house 
and pronounced unarmed, he drew a re-

Blliott 
continued his ravings and declared that

get it. When asked where he came from 
he replied: 

“I am from everywhere.” He was pro- 
nounced insane and will be sent to the 
insane asylum. It is understood Eiliott 
has been hanging around the white house 
for the past few days, bug no one sus- 
pected him of being the writer of the 
threatening letter to the president. Yes- 
terday, it is said, he went to the presi- 
tried to get in, but 


vice men. When the president came out 
of church Elliott is said to have pressed 
forward and made an effort to shake 
hands with him. Again he was shunted 
Off by the secret service men, without 
creating any excitement or arousing the 
suspicion of the bystanders. 


Drunken Tar After President. 

While Elliott was being cared for at 
the hospital a report reached the white 
houee from down town. that a drunken 
Sailor on a spree. was making threats to 
call on the president this afternoon and 
demand satisfactiog for being dishonora- 
bly dismissed from the navy. About $ 
o'clock while the president and his fam- 
ily were discussing the Blliott episode In 
the red parlor, a drunken sailor passed 
the ushers at the front door and demand- 
A 
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ed to see the president. Policeman Hut- 
ton: at once ‘‘steered the lumbering sea 
fog’ into stone harbor. “Jack’’ refused 
to give his name, but insisted that he 
had important business with the presi- 
fent and miust gee him at any cost. The 
officers questioned him closely and then 
invited him to go below, to a waiting 
room, until the president finished a little 
luncheon party then alleged to be on. 

Down below ‘‘Jack’’ was thoroughly 
searched and the only weapon he carried 
Was a sailor's jack knife. He had several 
papers on his person showing that he had 
been dishonorably disrrissed from the 
navy. He was given a pretty good scare,. 
which seemed to sober him. After he had 
been confined in the waiting room for 
fiysut an hour he admitice that he had 
no grievance against. the president. but 
simply wanted to get reinstated in the 
service, from which he sald he had been 
unjustly dismissed. 

His grievanees ‘was against the officiais 
of the navy department, hence he was 
released after sobering up. 

The most sensational reports were sent 
all over the coautry early in the day, as 
the result of the Elliott Incident. In New 
York it was reported that the president 
had been attacked and that he’ drew his 
revolver and shot and wounded the mut- 
derous crank. Other stories of a more or 
less xensational nature were frecly circu- 
lated and the greatest excitement prevail- 
ed throughout the city. The question was 
frequentiy asked, “Is there a conspiracy 
to remove President Roosevelt?” 

Elliott Is a Swede. 

At the emergency hospital, where his 
wounds were dressed, Elliott said that 
he was a Swede and that his home was 
in Minneapolis. From the nospita] the 
man was taken to the first precinct po- 
lice station and incarcerated in- one of 
the detention wards. 

At the St. James hotel it 
that Elliott arrived there last 
day evening. He registered as 
Ell, New York.”’ He had no 
and paid for his room in advance. He 
conducted himself about the hotel] in a 
quiet, gentlemanly manner, and nobody 
with whom he came in contact imagined 
that he was insane. 

Elliott is about 5. feet 6 inches high, 
35 years old, with light. brown hair and 
beard and apparently is of foreign birth. 

At the station house Elliott gave his 
occupation as that of a machinist. He 
said he had lived in this country for

‘Eliiett also said he had been in Lan- 
caster, Pa. When locked up at the po- 
lice station he made a long, rambling 
statement as to the’ reasons for his ac- 
tion. 

Late this afternoon the police sur- 
geons, after a careful examination of 
Elliott, certified that he was insane. An 
order was issued immediately for his re- 
moval to the St. Elizabeth hospital for 
the insane. 

Elliott was removed from the police 
station late this afternoon to the g0v- 
ernment insane asylum. The transfer 
Was made without difficulty. Elliott 
went to the church early yesterday and 
@during the first part of the services 
occupied a seat in the gallery overlook- 
ing the pew in which the president sat. 
He éft the church at the beginning of 
the communion service and leaned against 
the fént#*ralifhg of a house ‘just below 
the church. ‘There he gewaited the exit 
of the president. 

Wanted To Shake Hands. 

When the president emerged from the 
church he walked quickly down the 
street toward Elliott. Elliott stepped 
suddenly up to the president and put 
out his hand, saying: 

‘*Roosevelt, shake hands with Elliott.’ 
Without slackenening his rapid walk, 
President Roosevelt removed his hat and 
held out his hand, saying: “I am glad 
to meet you,” and passed on. 

Among Elliott's possessions were nu- 
merous newspaper clippings, describing 


and relating to incidents in the life of 


President Roosevelt. In one pocket were 
manuscripts written by him in the Swe- 
dish language, with his pictures in differ- 
ent poses at the head of each. The sec- 
ond contained lectures on political and 
religious subjects, one of them was an 
address to the American people, written 
in a rambling and incoherent fashion. It 
was laudatory of President Roosevelt. 
Reference of a pleaSant character is also 
made to former President McKinley. 

In his talk at the police station, Elliott 
declared he went to the white house be- 
cause the president had asked him to 
come to see him. He said he carried a 
pistol to protect nimself, and did not 
intend to do any harm to the president. 
He said he belonged to a church, but not 
to any societies and al] efforts to con- 
nect the man with anarchists failed. 

The prisoner said he hed bought his 
revolver in Minneapolis two months ago, 
‘and two weeks after left that place, and 
went to New York and thence to Phila- 
delphia and Baltimore. 

Trying To Locate Man. 

Minneapolis, Minn., October 5.—The di- 
rectory gives the names of two Peter 
Elliotts. “Peter O. Elliott, a machinist,’’ 
is mentioned, and a “Peter P. Elliott,” 
who is an oiler in a flour mill. An ef- 
fort to locate them was started imme- 
diately upon the receipt of the news 
from Washington stating that an insane 
man had attempted to reach the pres- 
ident. The name “Peter EIl’’ does not 
appear in the directory. 

Inquiry developed the fact that Feter 
©. Efliott, the machinist, who rooms at 
245 Cedar avenue, in this city, has not 
been seen about his old haunts for sey- 
eral months, and that no one seemed 
to know where he had gone. He had 
been a familiar figure in the neighbor- 
hood and was. generally considered 
rather peculiar. He talked much of so- 
cialism.

Cotton-Laden Steamer. Towed Into

Norfolk, Va., October 5.—The Germar 
steamer Eurica, from Wilmington to 
Liverpool with 4,900 bales of cotton, was 
towed into port tonight with her cargo 
burning. The Eurica left Wilmington 
Saturday night, and Sunday night fire 
was discovered in her hold. The Hatches 
were battened down and Captain Rick 
man endeavored to smother the fire with 
steam, but unsuccessfully. This morn- 
ing Cook Seivert went below and was 
seriously burned.

Sofia, October 5.—The Austro-Russian 
note to the porte wmb'tved yesterdar 
has been received somewhat sceptically 
in official circles, and among the Mace- 
donian organizations with utter disbe- 
lief that any good can come from it. 
One point on which all parties are agreed 
is, that action is the only satisfactory 
pledge of reform that the Ottoman gov- 
ernment can give. The Bulgarian gov- 
ernment is anxious to see the promised 
details of the new measures, but it is 
feared that if they are too stringent 
Turkey mbky prefer war to acéepting 
them, while if they are not stringent, 
they certainly wil] be useless. ‘ 

Dr. Tartacheff, president of the Mace- 
donian committees, says he does not re- 
gard the new no® more seriously than 
the former ones. He declares that any 
system of European control is useless, 
unless it has the power to enforce the 
reforms entirely independent of the porte. 

The frontier authorities on the Phillip- 
opolis side announce that the Turks have 
retired from their posts on the frontier 
to a distance of several kilometres. This 
step is regarded as a ryse to allow the 
crossing of bands in order to throw the 
responsibility for subsequent occurrences 
in. Macedonia on Bulgaria. 

Between the elections and the war prep: 
arations, the ministry is confronted with 
an awkward constitutional predicament. 
The time of a large portion of the re- 
serves called to the colors should ex- 
pire three days before the election. but 
the constitution provides that all tem- 
porary service men should be released 
five days before the election.

Bradley T. Johnson died early this morn- 
ing at the home of his son, Bradley §S. 
Johnson, at Rock Castle, in Goochland 
county. Bright’s disease is assigned as 
the cause of death. 

The body of the dead soldier will be 
conveyed to Baltimore for burial beside 
the grave of his wife. It is understood 
that a confederate veteran escort otf 
honor will accompany the body to the 
place of burial. 

The body will reach Richmond tomor-

to Baltimore. In the interim the casket 
containing the body will Ne in state in 
the rotunda of the capitol. | 

General Johnson was born in Frederick 
City, Md., September 29, 1829, and came 
of a distinguished Maryland family, one 
of his ancestors having been a governor 
of that state. He lived at Frederick City 
unti] he came south to take part in the 
war. He married a daughter of Judge 
Saunders, of North Carolina, at one time 
American minister to Spain. Two chil- 
dren were born—a daughter, who died, 
and a son, Bradley 8. Johnson, who lives 
at Rock Castle, and who has one son, 
now a cadet at Annapolis, having been 
appointed by President oRosevelt. 

Genera] Johnson was a graduate at 
Princeton in 1849, receiving the mathe- 
matical oration; studied law at Harvard, 
was admitted to the bar in Mary- 
land in 1851, and was elected state at- 
torney there in November of that year. 
He was the democratic candidate for 
comptroller of Maryland in 1857, 
chairman of the state central committee 
in 1859-60; delegate to the national dem- 
ocratic convention at Charleston and 
Baltimore in {860 ard withdrew with 
the majority of the Maryland delegation 
from the convention and united in tre 
nomination of Breckenridge and Lané. 

At the beginning of the war between 
the states he organized and armed a 
company at his own expense, which was 
mustered into the service of the con- 
federate states. He served with dis- 
tinction in the confederate army, rising 
to the grade of brigadier general. 

After the war he settled in Richmond 
and was state senator. He was 
prominent in the readjuster fight in Vir- 
ginia, stoutly opposing Mahone. 

Later, he returned to Maryland, set. 
tling in Baltimore and recently he had 
come to Virginia again, making his home 
in Amelia county,

American Says They Made 
Unjust War on Vene-

Veagh, senior counsel for the United 
States, continuing hig argument today 
before the Venezuelan arbitration tribun- 
al, declared the question before the tri- 
bunal was one of ethics, namely, whether 
or not the war against Venezuela was 
just and necessary.

Coun- 
se] sdild he found no precedent in history 
for such a purely financial war as, he de- 
clared, was undertaken by Great Britain 
and Gern‘any for the protection of rall- 
road companjes’ bondholders, and in sup- 
port of the claims of the Disconto Ges- 
ellschaft. 

Mr. MarVeagh recalled that Great 
Britain accepted arbitration in the Alaba- 
ma case, during the American civil war, 
which was analogous to the present case, 
when a British vessel assisted the Ven- 
ezuelan insurgents and the Venezuelan 
government entered a protest. Instead of 
arranging this matter, Great Britain and 
her allies sent a @wenty-hour ultimatum 
to Venezuela, demanding, the immediate 
payment of $380,000. 

Counsel claimed that the blockading 
powers were not entitled to preference, 
because they raised the blockade without 
imposing other conditions, and accepted 
the Venezuelan proposition that all other 
claims should be paid on equal terms. To 
recognize her clajm for preference now, 
Mr, MacVeagh said, would be to encour- 
age extortion. Mr. MacVeagh concluded 
his argument and the tribunal adjourned 
to November 4, when all the counsel will 
present their pleadings, only one repre- 
sentative of each nation being allowed to 
speak in reply.

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RUSSIA WANTS 
FREE COTTON 


It Is Intimated Duty on Raw 
Staple Will Be Re- 
duced, 


St. Petersburg, October 5.—It is in- 
timated in The Official Messenger that 
a reduction in the duty on raw cotton 
may be expected in the autumn of 1904. 
This ts the first prospective departure 
from the prevailing protective gystem. 
The purchasing power of the Russian 
masses is so low that the textile interests 
are threatened with ruin, notably those 
in the St. Petersburg quarter. The du- 
ties on finished goods are sufficiently high 
to exclude foreign competition, but the 
high prices cannot be maintained, owing 
to inability of the masses to pay them. 
The spinners have long been asking for 
a reduction in the duty on raw cotton, 
which now stands at 60 to 80 per cent, 
atcording to the price of cotton abroad. 


PRESS FEEDERS ON STRIKE. 


Printing Concerns in Chicago Are 
Badly Crippled. 

Chicago, October 5.—Big printing es- 
tablishments here were partially crippled 
today by the refusal of members of 
Franklin Union No. 4 press feeders, to 
go to work in houses controlled by the 
Chicago typothetae. Given the choice of 
fOrswearing all allegiance to their union 
or losing their positions, a majority of 
the feeders failed to report for work. 
This was the situation as reported from 
75 firms early today. Former members 
of the union who announced that they 
had renounced the union were allowed 
to go to work. There are said to be ap- 
proximately 3,000 press feeders in Chi- 
cago, 1,800 of whom were members of 
the Franklin Union, which is not af- 
filiated with any other labor organiza- 
tion. In many shops where the union 
men failed to report for duty girls were 
hired to take their places.

UNIONS CLOSE . 
GREAT PLANT 


Morse Iron Works Forced To 
Shut Down by Labor 
Troubles. 


—_—--— 


New York, October 5.—Labor difficulties 
are responsible for the closing down 1n- 
definitely today of the Morse Iron Works 
and Dry Dock Company in Brooklyn, one 
of the largest concerns of its kind on 
the Atlantic coast. President Kdward P. 
Morse attributes the blame to the walk- 
ing delegate. He sald: 

“On account of continuous labor trou- 
bles and consequent losses, which com- 
menced Over a year ago, we have been 
compelled to close our plant. Last year 
we were working on contracts amount- 
ing to more than $1,000,000, employing 
about 2,200 men, and with a weekly pay 
roll of $23,000. The strikes commenced 
as soon as the unions discovered our 
yard was full of work and that we were 
bound, under a penalty, to complete our 
contracts on time. Had they planned to 
ruin our concern they could not have 
worked more systematically.’’ 

The troubies, he added, began when the 
employees’ demanded and the company 
consented to the dismissal of a foreman 
wha had discharged thirty men for idle- 
ness. From that time it had been one 
continuous succession of strikes, winding 
up with the machinists’ strike of May 
26, which is still On. 

“Tf the men would give a ful] day’s 
work, employers might be more willing 
to meet their demands,’’ said Mr. Morse, 
“but the fact is that the employer re- 
ceives only about one-third of a day's 
work and it is impossible to figure on a 
large contract without running the risk 
of a heavy loss. Trade unionism is re- 
sponsible for the whole trouble. 

“Nearly all, if not all, of the ship yards 
in the country hhve lost money during 
the last year or two. Some have gone 
into receivers’ hands and others out of 
business. In each case, the cause can be 
traced back to labor troubles. Since the 
machinists’ strike commenced in May our 
yard has been picketed continually and 
our business has been injured in every 
way possible. Our new men have been 
assaulted and in one case two of our 
non-union men were severely wounded. 
I simply give these facts to Show why 
we have been compelled to close one of 
the finest plants on the coast, which, 
during the past few years, has paid to 
the workingmen of South Brooklyn mil- 
lions of dollars.”’

Casto Takes Revenge for

Port of Spain, October 58.—Emissaries 
of President Castro, of Venezuela, have 
arrived at Ciudad Bolivar, Venézuela, 
with orders to collect forcibly not only 
the taxes, but the custom house duties 
already paid by importers from May, 
1902, to August, 1903, the period during 
which the revolutionists occupled that 
city as government de facto. The amount 
demanded is about $1,000,000, 

The foreigners, especially the firms of 
Blohm & Co., German; Palazzi & Co., 
French; Boccardo & Co., Italian, and 
Dalton & Co., American, have refused to 
pay, claiming that the duties had been 
already legally paid. Menaces and vexa- 
tious tactics are employed against the 
foreigners. Herr Sprick, a German, re- 
fused to pay back duties, and a cargo of 
rum, belonging to him, which was being 
landed from a steamer, was seized by 
the government and sold at public auction 
for almost nothing. The German mer- 
chant in this manner last $25,000. Ven- 
ezuelan merchants who refuse to pay, 
having no protection, are imprisoned. 

A reign of terror exists everywhere at 
Ciudad Bolivar, and consequently trade 
is paralyzed. 

President Castro's representative ; at 
Ciudad Bolivar was quoted as saying: 

“Germany and the other forelgn powers 
obliged the Venezuelans to pay millions. 
Now it is Venezuela who forces the 
foreigners to reimburse her.”

Secretary Shaw Talks of 
the Case of Collector 
Cruzen. 


Washington, October 5.—Secretary 
Shaw today authorized the following 
statement with reference to the collector- 
ship at Porto Rico: 

“No definite decision has yet been 
reached. It is known to the department 
that some of Mr. Cruzen’s enemies in 
Porto Rico were inspired by his report- 
ing attempts at smuggling. He insists 
that the special agent who investigated 
his office, unintentionally became _ sub- 
ject to the influence of these enemies, 
and that the report does him great in- 
justice. The department has but one 
special agent who spoke Spanish, and it 
has been arranged for him to go to Porto 
Rico as s0Oon as he can be spared from 
work in which he is now engaged. Mean- 
time Mr, 
absence to come to Washington. He was 
warned against accepting presents from 
importers, steamship companies or oth- 
ers, who were liable to come into official 
relations with him, and he was told that 
if it should develop that he had ac- 
cepted presents of articles, however triv- 
jal, on which duty had not been paid, 
he would-be removed.

BEING CURBED 


Twenty-two New Cases but 
No Deaths at Laredo 
Yesterday. 


Laredo, Tex., October 5.—Today’s offi- 
clal bulletin shows there have been 
twenty-two new cases of yellow fever, 
with no deaths, 

This makes the total number of cases 
lo date eighty-three, while the total 
deaths have been five. 

While today has shown a very large 
increase of yellow fever cases, both Drs. 
Guiteras and Tabor concur in the opinion 
that there is no cause for alarm, the 
doctors belleving that the increase is 


no more than they expected at this time, 
this being the fourth infection, or in 
other words, the cases being the result 
of bites from mosquities which had been 
infected with the yellow fever before 
the arrival of the experts. 

As- all the patients infected with the 
disease are now being protected from 
mosquitoes by netting, it is very prob- 
able that when those now down with 
the disease have reached the Stage of 
convalescence the stamping out of the 
wil] practically have been ac- 
complished, 

No new cases nor any deaths have 
been reported from Minera, a mining 
town 28 miles up the river, and it 1s 
thought the disease will not gain a foot- 
hold there. 

Conditions in Nuevo Laredo are great- 
ly improved. A telephone message from 
that city this evening states there has 
been but one new case today. 

Traffic will be resumed on the Texas

AT SEASON'S END 


interesting Figures Gathered by 
the Agricultural Department 


According to the Reports of the Cot- 
ton-Carryjng Roads, There Were 
21,020 Bales of the Sta- 
ple on Hand at the Close 
of August 31. 


Washington, October 5.—With the co- 
operation of all the cotton carrying raill- 
roads in the southern states, the depart- 
ment of agriculture has madé an investi- 
gation of the amount of old and new 
cotton on hand at the close of the séason 
1902-03. Returns were received from 
1.436 stations, not including Seaboard 
terminals, which show that at the close 
of the day’s business, August 31, there 
were in sight at these station 21,020 
bales of cotton, of which 8,93! were of 
new cotton of the crop of 1903 and 12,089 
of the old cotton of the crop of 1902 and 
previous years. 


The total number of bales on hand at 


interior points in each state was as 
follows: 3 

Alabama, 1,322; Arkansas, 635: Florida, 
312; Georgia, 6,028: Indian Terggory, 83; 
Louisiana, 935; Mississippi, 1,984: Mis- 
souri, 2; North Carolina, 231; Oklahoma, 
31; South Carolina, 1,298; Tennessee, 
1,499, and Texas, 6,668. ‘ 

Of the new crop 3,316 bales were in 
ware houses, 2,55! at public gins, 1,061 
at compresses, 57! in cotton yards and 
432 on railway platforms. Of the ola 
crop 5,099 bales were in ware houses, 
1,783 at public gins, 3,296 at compresses, 
1,032 in cotton yards and 879 on rail- 
way platforms. 

These figures do not include any cotton 
stored in ware houses belonging to local 
mills, nor any cotton at compresses 
shipped in from other stations prior to 
August I. 
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Railroads that pentrate the Indian Ter- 
ritory or that have connections that 
reach that country, are at present inter- 
ested in the movement of the Indians 
from Mississippi to the territory. 

J. P. Daly, traveling passenger agent 
of the Missouri, Kansas and Texas route, 
otherwise known as_ the Katy, has 
returned to Atlanta from Meridian, 
Miss., where he has been looking after 
the interest of his line in connection with 
the movement and he brings an interest- 
ing report of the progress of the work. 

Up to date 265 of the aborigines have 
been transported to the new hunting 
ground, and about 400 have been identi- 
fied as fullbloods. They all belong to the 
Choctaw tribe, the only tribe remaining 
in Mississippi, and are a low grade of 
humanity. Nearly all of them are farm 
laborers, uneducated, thriftless and dirty, 
and it matters little fo them where they 
live. There are something like 500 full- 
bloods yet unidentified in the state. The 
United States government has set aside 
$1,071 worth of land in the Indian Ter- 
ritory for each of.the Indians that con- 
sents to be removed to that place, and 
$20,000 was some time ago appropriated 
by the federal] congress for the pur- 
pose of providing transportation for such 
as would go and take possession of the 
land. They are quite suspicious of the 
efforts of the commission which Is at- 
tempting to induce them to leave their 
present abode, as numerous swindlers 
have in the past collected sums of money 
from them on spurious undertakings of 
the same nature. Members of the Dawes 
commission, which controls the affairs of 
the five civilized tribes, are in Mississippi 
carrying on the work of identifying those 
Indians who are entitled to receive the 
government’s gift. In the course of & 
few years they wil be allowed to dispose 
of their holdings of land, but the sec- 
retary of the interior has recently ruled 
that the price must be fixed by himself. 
It is probable that a majority of the 
Choctaws will leave Mississippi under the 
new arrangement,

Hans Drasbach, a brave and faithful 
policeman of the city, was murdered 
Saturday night by a negro desperado. 
He left a stricken wife and three girl 
children, whose sweet faces and the 
knowledge of whose awful sorrow and 
deprivation must have eppealed, from 
the reproduced photograph we printed 
yesterday, to the sympathies of all 
good women and generous men. 

They are sheltered, in sudden want 
and in a bloody horror of helplessness, 
under a mortgaged rouf. The slaugh- 
tered father had been pacing his dan- 
gerous night watch and braving dark 
perils of double menace for months 
with the loving determipation to make 
a home for his cherished family. Now 
that he has sacrificed his life doing his 
duty to the people of the city, an ob- 
ligation of the highest moral character 
is imposed upon the city at large. The 
life thus lost so bravely must, as far 
as possible, be redeemed to the be- 
reaved ones and the way to do that 
is to carry out his chiefest purpose— 
to endow them with a home. 

The city council yesterday afternoon 
took up the matter of relieving the 
Drasbach family. A resolution provid- 
ing for a stated appropriation was in- 
troduced; but on several members 
Suggesting that the name of the mur- 
dered officer be continued on the pay 
roll of the’ police department, the 
whole matter went to the police com- 
mittee of council. It may, therefore, 
be assumed that not only will the sal- 
ary of the dead officer be paid to his 
family during his full term, about one 
year and a half, but that in addit®on a 
neat sum will propably be appropri- 
ated—an act that will meet the full 
approval of every citizen. 

This means that the sum of $1,000 
which will be donated by a generous 
public will go toward lifting the mort- 
gage, and that in the meantime the 
invalid widow and her little ones will 
not sufier for the necessities of life. 

The Drasbach case makes an unus- 
ually strong appeal to public obliga- 
tion—that of the city and that of the 
citizens in general. A prompt and gen- 
erous relief in this case will be evl- 
to all others that they who 
serve well and sacrifice all to the pub- 
lic order shall not perish in vain. 

Let the popular subscriptions roll in 
until their volume will adequately ex- 
press our civic appreciation of the 
service of our 
police. 
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Faith in Southern Industries. 

That the financial world has a 
strong faith in the wholesomeness of 
southern business conditions and the 
profitableness in southern industries 
is illustrated. signally by a recent inci- 
dent in New York. 

A large southern industrial concern 
found itself in urgent need of larger 
working capital. It wanted $6,000,000 
and wanted it in a hurry. The loan 
market Wall street had grown taut 
and straingd. Everybody in the street 
and manyindustries in all parts of the 
country were clamoring for cash 
money. It looked like an excess of im- 
pudence for any concern to ask for 
$6,000,000 in a bunch. The great hun- 
dred-million-dollar Consolidated Lake 
Superior Company was desperately 
begging for $5,000,000 to pay off its 
Speyer mortgage, only to get the mar- 
ble heart in reply and is now a mass 
of industrial wreckage in consequence 
of its failure to secure this sum. 
Stocks were sinking hourly, some of 
them tc swim no more forever, and 
things looked blue as indigo to bor- 
rowers, whether big or little.

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Production and the Markets. 

An interesting verbai controversy 
has arisen over the following declara- 
tion from the resolutions adopted by 
the Farmers’ National Congress in ses- 
sion recently at Niagara Falls: 

The farmers of the United States have 
solved the problems of production and 
nationa] aid is now needed to find mar- 
kets, not to increase or improve produc- 
tion, 


Secretary Wilson, of the department 
of agriculture, which was established 
primarily for the solution of the prolr 
lems of production, quite naturally 
takes excention to such a sweeping 
sentiment. The secretary has just re- 
turned from attendance upon the ses- 
sion of the national] irrigation con- 
gress, at Ogden, Utah, an organiza- 
tion the design of which is to vastly 
increase agricultural production in the 
United States, and he is especially in- 
terested in the work of reclaiming the 
vast arid areas of the west by this 
means. If the Niagara Falls declara- 
tion voices true rural interests and 
conditions, then the department of ag- 
riculture is largely superfluous and, 
from a selfish standpoint, inimical to 
the American agricutural producer, 
since its function is mainly to in- 


crease production and multiply the 


bugaboos of over-production. 


In expressing his disagreement with. 


the declaration in question, Secretary 
Wilson said in a newspaper interview: 


The last congress organized a depart- 
ment of commerce for the very purpose 
of finding markets for American goods— 
products of the farm, the forest and 
mine. I regret that I cannot fully agree 
with the Niagara Falls congress in their 
conclusion that everything has already 
been done that is necessary to help the 
producers. There are still a few things 
left. The sister congress sitting at Og- 
den lately was of the opinion that some- 
thing should be done to help producers 
in the arid regions by applying water. 
Better varieties of plants are wanted in 
nearly every part of the United States. 
Much of the country has not been pro- 
vided with grasses and legumes suitable 
to different localities. Attention should 
be given to the reforestation of our own 
country. The cotton plant demands at- 
tention and the lands in the cotton-grow- 
ing states invite study. We should grow 
a bale of cotton where we are now grow- 
ing a half bale to the acre. And this 
can be done by proper management of 
the soil, rotating crops, filling the soil 
with humus and giving more attention to 
the grazing animals. It will be a long 
time before these problems are all solv- 
ed, and there are many others that have 
not been mentioned. 

The secretary added that he is 
heartily cooperating with the depart- 
ment of commerce in its efforts to 
find new and to enlarge foreign agri- 
cultural markets, saying that he has 
appealed to Secretary Cortelyou to 
find markets abroad for 10,0v0,00 
bushels of macaroni wheat grown In 
the light rainfal] regions of the west 
and southwest this season, but which 
is deprived of a home market by rea- 
son of the fact that American millers 
do not know how to grind it. 

This is certainly a remarkable situ- 
ation, since a deal of macaroni is man- 
ufactured in the United States, pre- 
sumably from imported macaroni 
flour. Certainly some way should 
be found to interest the domestic 
milling industry in the importance of 
mastering this variety of flour map- 
ufacture. Surely American inventive 
ingenuity and industria] enterprise is 
equal to such an apparently trivial 


'problem. Our millers should be able. 


to do what foreign millers can do. 

As much as our farmers desire ex- 
panding markets for export, we do not 
believe they will subscribe to the im- 
plied idea that the encouragement of 
increased production through inten- 
sive methods, under the agricultural 
department’s excellent system of 
helps, is to be discouraged. The prob. 
lems of over-production will be met 
through enlarged markets and other- 
wise.

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The Tax Rate in Atlanta. 

Compared with other cities of equal 
population, approximate importance as 
commercial centers and even larger 
property valuations, the tax rate in At- 
lanta and the ratio between real and 
assessec values are both on the side of 
the tax payer. 

In a jist furnished by the mayors of 
the jeading cities of the union for 1902 
there are figures that throw an in- 
forming light uvon this subject. A 
ijook at these reports will supply data 
that ought to convince the chronic tax 
kicker of Atlanta that he doesn’t know 
when he .s weil Off. 

Take first the city of Columbus, 
capital of the great state of Ohio. Its 
population is 150,702, area 16 square 
miles, public debt $3,667,983, taxable 
property $66,847,590, returned at 50 
per cent of its real value, and the tax 
rate is $2.75 on the $100. 

Fall River. Mass., has 110,000 people, 
area 41 square miles, public debt §$3,- 
969,843, taxable property $75,394,297,

tax rate is $1.82 on thé $100. © 

Memphis. Tenn., has 140,000 popu 
lation, area 16 squdre miles, public 
debt $2,980,000, taxable property $46,-

on the $100. 

Omaha, Nebr., has 135,00) popula- 
tion, area 24 square miles, public debt 
$3,618,000, taxable property $120,000,- 
000, returned at 75 per cent of its real 
value, and the tax rate is $3.40 on the 
$100, 

Toledo, Ohio, 


has 150,000 people, 


area 28 square miles, public debt $5,- }. 


634,118, taxable property $64,616,310, 
returned at 50 per cent of its true 
value and the tax rate is $2.96 on the 
$100. 

Atlanta, Ga., has 135,000 population, 
area 11 square miles, public debt $2,- 
951,748, taxable property $ 55,163,355, 
returned presumably at 70 per cent of 
its true market value, and the tax rate 
is $1.25 on the $100. 

The above are but a few of many 
municipal returns that we could figure 
upon to show the great advantage the 
Atlanta property owner has over his 
fellow-citizens of other cities north, 
east, west and south. In ome of the 
large manufacturing cities of Ohio 
the rate reaches the decimating figure 
of $9.85 per $100 and in Topeka, the 
capital of Kansas, it is $5.00 on the 
$100. And in many of these heavily 
taxed cities the property is assessed 
at the full market value. 

If we figure the tax rate in Atlanta 
on that basis, fixing our property at 
the average of estimates mace by our 
best real estate authorities and those 
who know something of our personal 
property wealth, say at $75,000,000, 
the actual levy by the city is reduced 
to 87 1-2 cents on the $100. There are 
but three of the 107 cities reported 
that have a rate less than Atlanta’s 
$1.25 rate, and they have two to three 
times our wealth and burden of debt. 

It 1g an interesting fact, to be taken 
into consideration in this connection, 
that the Atlanta rate is limited by the 
provisions of the city’s charter. It 
cannot be raised at the whim of the 
council or municipal officials. This 
fact has in the past had much to do 
in drawing capital to this city for in- 
vestment, and will continue to play an 
important part in the city’s develop- 
ment. .

police committee to investigate the al- 
leged suspicious action of Abe Shurman, 
in whose saloon the policeman was 
stabbed, and who is said to have declined 
to give the police authorities information 
they desired. 

The suggestion regarding the reward 
of $250 came from Mayor Howell in @ 
special message to the body. His sug- 
gestion was adopted and the money was 
appropriated from the general tax fund, 
and will be awarded to those who aid in 
apprehending the fugitive. pe

Yesterday afternoon a resolution was 
introduced in the city council calling for 
a revocation of Abe Shurman's license if 
it was true he had refused to give the 
police information about the murder of 
Officer Drashbach.

It is altogether likely that Officer Dras- 
bach’s name will remain upon the po- 
lice rol] until his term of office expires. 
He was elected for two years about six 
months ago, and had one year and » 
half to serve. If this action is taken 
by council his widow will receive about 
$1,000. The resolution introduced in 
council by Councilman Holland yester- 
day provided for an appropriation of 
$750 to the widow, but it was reierred 
to the police committee with the sugges- 
tion that Drasbach’s name be left on 
the pay roll of the police department 
until his term of office expires.

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BIND GOODS OWNED BY GIRLS, 


MORTGAGED BY RELATIVES 


They Paid for Property 


with Their Own Money 


but Claim Must Be Proved in Justice of 


Peace

The modest littl home of two young 
girls that for the lack of $15 was wrecked 
through money lenders by means of bail- 
iffs may be saved to these young ladies 
by certain generous Atlantans whose at- 
tention was called to the pitiable state of 
affairs by the story as told in The Con- 
stitution of yesterday. Even James R. 
Durham, a stranger within the city gates, 
was so aroused by the facts as told in 
the story that he took the trouble to sit 
down in his hotel and write about it and 
inclose $! in money, together with the 
information that he knew enough good 
people in the pretty town of Kershaw, 
gs. C., who would immediately subscribe 
a sufficient amount to prevent the loss 
of a home on a charge no more serious 
than that of being poor. This letter ap- 
pears in full further below. 

A visit by the reporter to the office 
of Justice Shirley revealed the fact that 
the home was swept clean of practically 
all its contents, not by the bailiff of one 
court, but by the two bailiffs of two 
courts. It also revealed the fact that 
in the opinion of Justice Russel] Shirley 
it was possible for bailiffs to go into a 
house in which was stored furniture or 
other collateral and seize that property 
whether or not it belonged to the person 
signing over a mortgage to the money 
lenders. Or to be more explicit, accord- 
ing to Justice Shirley, if Smith lives at 
a certain house and signs over a fore- 
closure mortgage on the furniture there, 
the bailiff on the expiration of the time 
limit may go in and seize that property 
there, even though it does belong to Mrs. 
Smith or that other person just as Mrs. 
Smith or that other person May assert 
emphatically. 

REQUIRES LEGAL RED TAPE 
TO REGAIN PROPERTY 

Then what can Mrs. Smith or the 
other person living in Smith's house d°? 
Why, she can go before the justice court 
and make a claim and if she can substan- 
tiate the claim, she may take back her 
own property and use ft. If on the 
other hand in the opinion of the justice 
court she cannot make good her claim 
and he rules that it belonged to Smith 
who signed the foreclosure mortgage, 
why she can appeal his decision and 
carry it on to the superior court. And 
in the meantime eat canned food and 
sleep on the floor, being without stove or 
beds. 

Such was the outcome of on interview 
with Justice Shirley yesterday afternoun 
in which he admitted that the only way 
to stop some of the ‘present practices 
which prevailed was to create sufficient 
sentiment to bring about mere stringent 
legislation regarding the rights of money 
lenders, 

This mission it is the purpose of The 
Constitution to undertake, using such 
facts and figures as will be brought be- 
fore the attention of the grand jury of 
which W. Woods White is foreman. That 
the grand jury being composed of good 
men and true wil] act there is no ques- 
tion. 

That the people of Atlanta will insist on 
a veritable revolution that will temper 
the acts and methods of usury as pfa-- 
ticed in this city with some semblance 
of justice is equally certain. 


Said the reporter: “Is it not possible 
under the present condition for justices to 
protect the methods of usurers and share 
in the profits?’ 

Said Justice Shirley: ‘“‘A man may be a 
rascal in any business.’ 

Said the reporter: “But is it not more 
possible for money lenders and justices 
to still come within the technicalities 
of the law?’ , 

Said Justice Shirley: “It is more poss}- 
ble than in some other businesses at this 
present time. My dealings have ever 
been of the kind that invite invéstigation 
and I shall be glad if the matter is 
pushed vigorously. Personally having 
nothing to fear, I shall be glad to see 
some remedy brought about and I be- 
lieve that it can only be done through 
a change of the present law by legis!a- 
tion.”’ 

“Do thé justices know when the sfpe- 
cial investigating committee is going to 
come around and make an examination?’ 

“I did not when they called on me, I 
saw in the newspaper that they had 
called on Justice Venable. I knew noth- 
ing of their comirg to my office until 
they appeared in the doOorway and I did 
not know Foreman White until he intro- 
duced himself. I was very glad to be 
here when they called that 1 might aid 
as much as possibie in the investiga- 
tion.”’ 

WHAT MR. DEAN LEFT 
ANOTHER BAILIFF ToOoK 

Like Cassius, Jugtice Shirley said: 

“That you wrong Me doth appear in 
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this,” oniy he did not adopt the classica! 
language to the letter. What he did say 
was, “In that story this morning you 
gave the wrong inference.? You inti- 
mated that my bailiff seized everything 
in the house of the two girls. 
not, although 1 understand that: another 
bailiff did go out and take what was left; 
al) except the sewing machine, and l 


even heard that he broke open the door 
to effect an entrance. This a bailiff has 


not the right to do. All Bailiff Dean 
took was the plano and the suite of pdr- 
lor fgrniture.” 

Therefore The Constitution makes this 
correction: That Bailiff Dean did not 
take everything if that was implied in 
the first articles. But what he didn't 
take, another bailiff did, and all of that 
or practically all that could bring anv- 
thing at auction now lies in Justice 
Bloodworth’s court. 

As told in the story yesterday morning 
the little home of these two self-sup 
porting girls was wrecked on account of 
a foreclosure moftgage made out by a 
father who had neglected to attend to his 
business in order that he might devote 
more of his time to drinking. 

For $15, payable in four notes of $3.75 
on the dates of August 15, 22, 29 and 
September 5, it is rather interesting to 
even the casual observer to note the 
amount of collateral accepted by J. Hi. 
Kennedy & Co., mortgagee. This list as 
contained in the mortgage as held by 
Justice Shirley includes the following: 

Two oak bed steads. 

One square piano. 

One Singer sewing machine. 

Three Chairs. 

Three rockers. 

One clock. 

One center table. 

One dining table. 

One parlor suite of furniture. 


And because the two daughters could 
not meet the notes as they came due, the 
bailiffs came. Not one bailiff, for Bailiff 
Dean only took the piano and the par- 
lor furniture, but by two bailiffs for the 
rest. or practically all of the rest is now 
awaiting auction in the court of Justice 
Bloodworth. 


MACHINE AND PIANO COST 
$125 ON INSTALLMENTS 

A few more items found by the report- 
er vesterday may prove entertaining, sig- 
nificantly if not profitably so. That mort- 
gaged sewing machine was bought by 
the mother of the two girls by working 
overtime before she died. It Was pur- 
chased on the installment plant and cost 
$60. The piano that now stands in the, 
ware house annex of Justice Shirley's 
court is a very ol4 affair, it is true, but 
next to the sewing machine it was the 
pride of the little home, built up at a 
cost that only two girls and a dead moth- 
er can ever appreciate. That, too, was 
purchased on the installment plan and 
it was said that $65 was the price paid. 
A similar price was paid for the parlor 
suite, although it is doubtful if it will 
bring $5 at auction and certainly is not 
worth a great deal more. 

But being about all they had in the par- 
lor it was everything and that amount 
is pretty much the same from Decatur 
street to Peachtree. where homes are 
concerned. 

So the parlor suite went to Justice 
Shirley. Most of the rest went to Jus- 
tice Bloodworth. And it will all go to 
the public, which in such cases generally 
means the buying of it back by the same 
parties who mortgaged it or sold it on 
the installment plan to he resold or re- 
mortgaged at some fgture time with just 
@s much interest as may accrue in the 
interim. If you think this is an exag- 
gerated statement, look up the records 
or ask some member of the investigating 
committee who have been logking into 
just such matters. 

That is, it would go to the public if 
it was not for the interposition of At- 
lantans who would not stand for such 4 
chapter in the city’s history. They tele- 
phoned to Foreman White, several of 
them, and said that they preferred doing 
something to prevent just such action 
and that they might be called upon. 

There were two out-of-town people, 
northerners at that, who also called and 
were ready to buy back the little home 
for the $15 and $3.50 costs. But there 
was the trouble. The two young girls on 
the night of the seizure were compelled 
to go to the house of a neighbor to sleep 
and after that they went into another 
state. They had tried hard in Atlanta 
and apparently they had failed and they 
did not care to risk the building up of 
another home only to find it fall in @

liffs. So the furniture could not be given 
to thom, as their whereabouts were un- 
known. But the present abiding place 
of these two giris is now being looked 
into and such action taken as will in 
all probability result in the return otf 
the household goods to the girls, whv 
quite alone for a long time waged a 
warfare against poverty. 
GOODS WERE THE PROPERTY 
OF THE TWO DAUGHTERS 

Perhéeps the most important deveiop- 
ments of yesterday were the facts learn- 
ed by the reporters that is sure to re- 
sult in a further proving not Only of 
this particular case, but in hundreds of 
similar cases throughout Atlanta. 

Both the plano and the suite of parlor 
furniture was pvrebased by the two 
young ladies with their own earnings. . 

Justice Shirley says that the two young 
ladies had the recourse provided by the 
law in such cases. They might have 
gone before him, claimed the goods as 
their own and if they had established 
such a claim they would have been re- 
turned. 

Perhaps it is just possible that on that 
particular night when the bajliffs called 
and they were compelled to go to the 
house of a neighbor they were not think- 


ing of the establishmen t of such claims. |

THE ENDS OF JUSTICE 

MUST BE PROTECTED 

But Justice Shirley says that if the 
bailiffs did not have this law-protected 
method of seizing furniture, the ends of 
justice, so far as the mortgagees are 
concerned, would be defeated again and 
again. “When the bailiff goes to seize 
property he is always told that it be- 
longs to some other person and if they 
believed these stories it would hardly 
be possible to foreclose on anything,’ is 
Justice Shirley's explanation.

HE feature of the police board ques- 
| tion during the session of yesterday 


afternoon was the fact that abso-, 


lutely no reference was made to the com- 
missioners during the entire session—g0 
uncommon a fact that it is worthy of 
notice. There were reasons, however, for 
the failure of the members to discuss 
the départment and the board.

Quaint, delightfully entertaining and 
with now and then a rather pretty mel- 
ody, DeWolf Hopper and his company, 
in ‘‘Mr. Pickwick,” proved very much of 
@ surprise last evening to those who ex- 
pected to see anything of the Hopper of 
“E] Capitan’ or the old-time ‘‘Wang”’ 
days. That particular Hopper was not in 
the cast of last evening any more than 
was the Digby Bell of ‘Jupiter’ or the 
Pinafore periods Both of the old-time 
favorites could hardly be recognized, not 
in any way on account of the costumes, 


but the parts. 

The incidental music of “Mr. Pickwick’ 
contains, with perhaps an exception or 
two, none of those catchy airs that go 
ringing in your ears all the way home 
and months afterwards find the refrains 
stfil echoed in the barre! organs of the 
streets.

(NEW ELECTRIC 


ROAD PLANNED 


Atlanta, Buford and Gaines- 
ville Will Soon Be 
Connected, 


Competition in electric power is what is 
promised Atlanta within the next twelve 
months. X 

The Winding Shoals Electric Power 
Company will erect a plant at Buford, 3! 
miles from Atlanta, at a cost of $500,000, 
and it is their purpose to furnish the 
power from this plant to Atlanta. 

The charter has been obtained and the 
property necessary to the entergrise has 
already been purchased. Eight hundred 
acres of land have been bought, allowing 
ample room for the development of suffi- 
clent power not only for such enterprises 
of a manufacturing character as may 
be located at Buford now an@ in the fu- 
ture, but furnishing a surplus sufficient 
to send a powerful current into Atlanta 
to be sold for any and all purposes. Offi- 
cials of the company state that they will 
be able to sell power here muoh cheaper 
than it can now be obtained. 

At least 6,000 horse-power wil] be gen- 
erated, and the bulk of this will be sent 
to Atlanta, only reserving enough to 
operate the electric line between Gaines- 
ville and Atlania end such loca! plants 
at Buford as may desire to use electricity 
as a motive power. 

The electric railroad will be 53 miles in 
extent, and will connect Atlanta, Buford 
and Gainesville. 

Those at present connected with the 
new company are H. D. Jaquish, of 
Gainesville; J. W. Peterson, of Chicago, 
general ‘manager of the Electric Equip- 
ment Company of that city; George W. 
Winslow, of Chicago, will be president of 
the Winding Shoals Electric Power Com- 
pany; W. W. Gorham, of Chicago, vice 
president; D. B. Stancliff, of Atlanta, 
secretary and treasurer; and there will 
be other capitalists added.

It was practically decided at the meet- 
ing ‘of the Evangélical Ministers’ Asso- 
ciation. which was held at the First 
Baptist church yesterday morning, to 
abandon for the time at least the fight 
against the opening of the Ponce de Leon 
amusements on Sundays and to make all 
attempt to restrict Sunday baseball at 
the United Stateg barracks. 

A large number of ministers were pres- 
ent and in the absence of the presiding 
officer, Rev. E. C. Cronk presided. 

The first business before the meeting 
was the report of the committee on the 
observation of the Sabbath. Dr. Holi- 
derby, the chairman of the committee, 
made the report as follows: 

“I corresponded with the secretary of 
war in regard to the Sunday baseball 
at the fort through Colonel Livingston. 
He saw the secretary of war and notified 
him that the laws of Georgia were being 
violated. Dr. Byrd received a commu- 
nication from the secretary declining to 
interfere. 

“It seems that the devil is having his 
own way now in regard to the Ponce de 
Leon matter. He is loose, The com- 
mittee has done all it can consistently 
do in this matter. I reported the matter 
to Chief Ball, who was thoroughly in 
sympathy with the movement, and was 
only doubtful as to whether his jurisdic- 
tion extended over the park. ‘Then I 
consulted with Mr, Mayson, and he as- 
sured us that the police had furtediction 
in this matter. Immediately the chief 
sent two men out to the park and made 
a case against Mr. Rossman. The case 
was tried and thoroughly ventilated in 
the police court, for which the committee 
received the condemnation of some lit- 
tle lawyer in the court. In that trial 
I believe that every preacher in the city 
was insulted. Judge Broyles sent the 
case to the grand jury, who refused to 


act, saying that it was an innocent 
amusement, though they practically ac- 
knowledged that it was contrary to the 
state laws. We held that it was a vio- 
lation of state and divine laws, but 
pleaded our case on the grounds of a 
violation of the state law, knowing that 
the jury cared nothing for diyine laws, 
and, indeed, they seemed to ignore hu- 
man law as well. Afterward I saw 
Judge Lumpkin, who said that he could 
not act until the case had been brought 
before him by the grand jury, d con- 
ferred with the foreman of the: grand 
jury who was heartily in favor of it, 
and said that he thought his associates 
stood with him, but he 
for nothing was done. I learned, how- 
ever, from outside sources that the fore- 
man and his party voted straight out for 
the resolution, but were outvoted by 
the devil’s side. The committee has now 
done all that it can do.”’ 

After this speech the secretary read a 
clipping from The Constitutfon, In which 
Colonel Price, of the barracks, defended 
Sunday baseball. 

Dr. Byrd spoke on the report of the 
chairman, stating that ‘the ministers 
must not let up in their fight against 
Ponce de Leon amusements on Sunday, 
and that the association must bring its 
influences to bear in upholding the state 
laws. 

Dr. Bull called attention to the fact 
that there is an amusement place at 
Pittsburg where the negroes yiolate the 
Sabbath, dancing and otherwise enjoy- 
ing themselves. The matter will be 
looked into.

around the opening prices, or within two 
or three points of them, on covering and 
Some little buying on the reaction theory, 
which was encopraged by the report that 
too much rain was falling in the western 
section of the belt, Before the close, 
however. there was another flurry. of 
bear pressure and selling by .the room 
contingent and in the last half hour the 
list was very weak, closing easy at prac- 
tically the low point of the day, or at 
a net loss of 21@28 points. Sales of 
futures were estimated at 400,000 bales. 
The disappointing cables were considered 
as refiecting that the trade abroad was 
not disposed to take a bullish view of the 
government's crop report, and that the 
trade here seemed encouraged in their 
bearish views by the continued weakness 
of southern spot markets, which, it is 
argued, refiects the lack of demand for 
actual cotton and the accumulation of 
supplies, The receipts for the day, turn- 
ing out to be 54,966 bales, exceeded early 
estimates and were also over last year’s, 
when the movement was 47,57! bales, 
and the estimates for tomorrow's re- 
ceipts at leading points were liberal.

HOSPITAL EIS 


Alderman Lengino Makes Seme 
Interesting Statements, 


Declares That Some of the Trustees 
Have Nothing To Do with the 
Management and Mentions 
Things He Is Powerless 
To Change. 


Interesting statements regarding the 
management of the Grady hospital were 
made during the session of council yes- 
terday afternoon by Alderman T. D. 
Longino, M. D., the chairman of the 
committee on hospital and charities, 
which had previously recommended cer- 
tain changes in tbe rules for the insti- 
tution. 

The report was yesterday afternoon re- 
fgrred to Alderman Léngino’s committee, 
In asking for the adoption of the re- 
port Alderman Longino said: 

“The trustees run things down there 
pretty much as they want to. Now, 
some time ago we elected Hugh M. Dor- 
sey one of the trustceg of the hospital. 
The trustees have been notified and the 
election has-been recorded, but Mr. Dor- 
sey has never been notified of his elec- 
tion, as he so stated several days ago in 
the presence of several of us. The board 
has held a meeting or two, but he has 
not been notified to be present. 
‘The fact is that about four men run 
the hospital and the rest of us have 
nothing to do with it. I am a member 
of the board and so is the mayor. Wo 
go down to the meetings, but we have 
nothing to do with the management, 
“Although I am a member of the 
board of trustees of the hospital, I have 
no more to do with running it than you 
have,” declared Alderman Longino, 44d- 
dressing ‘Mayor Pro Tem. LaHatte, ‘‘Un- 
less a man hapens to be a member of 
the executive committee he has nothing 
to do with it, 

Feed Too Many Negroes. 

“I think it is wrong to feed all those 
negroes at the hospital. Why, if a ne- 
gro woman goes to the hospital to do a 
day’s washing she is given her Break- 
fast, dinner and supper. It is the Same 
way with every one elise who works there 
I have tried to stop that, but they pay 
no attention to me. 

‘The pay patient system is wrong. AS 
one doctor told me the other day the 
city of Atlanta might as well undertake 
to run a grocery store as to conduct 


is now. It interferes with the private 
practice of the physicians and it is not 
right, 

“J think that the public ought to be 
treated with more consideration.” 

Dr. George H. Noble and Dr. Virgil 
O. Hardin gave council the benefit of 
their views regarding the management of 
the hospital. Both are members of the 
medical board, 

Two interesting statements were made 
by Dr. Hardin. One was that je 
thought the terms of office of the trus- 
tees should be reduced from nine to 
three years, and the other was that pay 
patients from all over the state are ad- 
mitted to the hospital, which results in 
crowding out of the hospital the charity 
patients for whom it was built.

REDUCTION IS LOOKED FOR 


The Stock Market Dropped Into a 
Professional Rut Yesterday and 
Dealings Were Light, the 
Close Being Heavy and 
Nearly Stagnant. 


New York, October 5.—Today’s stock 
market dropped into a professional rut 
and there was a shrinkage in the dealings 
to about half the recent daily average. 
The movement in prices was exceeding- 
ly sluggish and showed little disposition 
to get far from last week's level. The 
bullish professionals who had formed a 
hope that the considerable strength 
shown last week would serve to reassure

buyers and bring them into the market 
were decidedly disappointed. Notwith- 
standing the fact that it is usual- for 
considerable orders to accumulate ‘‘n 
brokers’ offices over Sunday there weve 
fewer orders either to buy or sell in this 
morning's market than for many weeks 
past.

The news of to- 
day was rather favorable than other- 
wise, bi . there was very little of it bear- 
ing on security values. Tomorrow is the 
day set on for action on the dividend on 
Stee] common.

The year’s expansion tn loans of upward 
of $200.000,000 with a falling off in de- 
posits for the same period of over $40,- 
000.000 is the ground for some uneasi- 
ness over the general situation. This 
condition seems to point to a eonclusion 
that in spite of the enormous liquidation 
there is still much borrowed money tied 
up. In the case of stocks which have.
